Sticks at them, to Hunt, Harraſs & Tire them, and 
to Run them Down, and thereby to make them Tender and 
the Fitter to Eat that Night for Supper. But ſince the Obſer. 
vation of Let has been laid aſide, the Motive of making the 
Old Cock's Fleſh tender by Harrafling them thus with Sticks 
ceaſing, the poor Young Cocks now ſuffer alſo: For the Mob 
won't lay this Diverſion afide, altho Lent. is laid aſide. 
The Engliſp Word LENT, comes from the Saxon Word 
Lente, which Word ſignified among our Anceſtors the Old 
Saxons the Spring of the Year; and ever fince Chriſtianity 
has been received in our Iſland, the ſame Word has been 
uſed to fignifie that Space of time which is ſer apart for 
Faſting before Eaſter, becauſe it is always in the Spring. 
The next Day is the Firſt Day of Lent commonly called 
Ahh-Weaneſday, becauſe on this Day Aſhes were formerly put 
upon the Heads of the People with thefe Words Remember 
Man that Duſt thou art, and to Duſt thou ſhall return, to excite 


the People to a particular Humiliation during Lent, which is
